FiksT, We proteſt to continue 
conſtant, and neuer to depart from 
that loyall Obedience,and moſt hum- 
ble Submaſlion which we owe as true 
andnaturall Subiecs of this Crowne, 
to the King our Prince & Soueraigne 
Lord. 

And becauſe it is well knowne;that 
Strangers and ſuch as fauour them, 
haue ſeized onthe ſacred Perſon of the 
King, and on the whole Adminiſtra- 
tion and abſolute Gouernement of 
the Kingdome, which they doe moſt 
vaſtly yſurpe, and exerciſe , with 
great Tyrannie and Oppreſlion ,, and 


doe violently detayne the Prince of 
Conde priſoner , Tor no offence or law- 


full cauſe,againſt the publique faith of | 


the Treatie of Loudun, it 1s molt appa- 
rant thatthey haueno other end,then 


tO 


the firſt Prince of the Bloud, therewas | 


to deſtroy the houſe of Bogrbon,which 
now only remayneth of all the Royall 
Houſes, and doe ayme at the deathof 
our Princes, and init, the change and 
ſubuerſion of the State : For theſe 


cauſes wee doe faithfully promiſe to 


_ employ withone mind all our power, | 


oods, and lives for the conſeruation 
thereof, and to hinder the miſerable 
effects of ſo pernicious deſlignes ; 
and to take the publique Authority 
from them who viurpe the ſame, to re- 
ſtore the King vnto the dignity of his

tion, the Adminiſtration, Gouerne- 
ment, and Direction of publique af- 
faires ought to bereferred , by the an- 
cient and fundamentall Lawes of the 
 Kingdome, by which , both Women 
and Strangers are debarred from it. 
And if it ſhould fo happen (from 
which G o'Þ in his mercy keepe vs) 
that the King ſhould depart this life, 
we doe by theſe declare , that wee ac- 
knowledge after his deceaſe for our

King and Soueraigne Lord, my Lord 


the Duke of Anion, which is the true 
and1lawful Heire and Succeſſor of this 
Crowne, andduring his minority,m' 

Lord the Prince of Conde to be lawfu 

Regent and Gardian of the Kingdom, 
to whom as firſt Prince of the bloud 
this preeminence doth belong, with 
the Councell before mentioned for 
the common direction and admmi1- 
ſtration of the affaires of the King- 
dome, andnot to ſuffer any other to 
be admitted ynto theRegency,no not 
theKings Mother, to the pretudice of 
the Lawes of this State. And if it 
ſhould fo _— that theſe Vſurpers, 


who __ expert in limitting the 
terme of life,and in plotting the death 
of thole who Lo lſtacics to 
their deſlignes, and enterprizes, who 
ordinarily in fuch caſes do vſe Knives, 
and Poyſon, to haſten their Deuilliſh 
ends, ſhould attempt ( by theſe moſt 
deteſtable meanes ) to take away the 
Kings life, or the Prince of Conde's,we 

pro- 
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roteſt before the Almighty , both to 
eeke, and proſequute the niſt ven- 
geance thereof, by all lawtull meanes 
to the vttermoſt of our powers, not 
only vpon themſelues who are the 
chiefe Actors , but vpon their Adhe- 
rents alſo, domeſtique Seruants, and 
Strangers , that in their perſons we 
may leaue a memorable example yn- 
to ſucceeding ages, as well of the fi- 
delity and Ron of true Subiects, 
as of the uſt puniſhment of fo abo- 
minable difloyaltic and impietie. 
Andato this purpoſe we will employ 
both our Reuenues, and Liues, euen

miſe in this caſe to ge the ſamelſuc- 
cours and affiſtance, as 18 already 
ſaid, RET. 
And to auoide all diuiſons, and 
diſcontents which may happen a- 
monglt vs for any occaſion whatſoe- 
uer, we doe ſubmit our ſelues to the 
wmdgement of our Aſlociates,or to the 
greater part of them in an equal! 
number : to whoſe determination we 
will be lyable to conforme our ſelues, 


and not take pretext to waxe cold in | 


that which concernes this Aſſociation, 
This preſent writing [hall be kept ſe- 
cret amongſt vs, and not manifeſted, 
ynleſſe at ſuch time as by comon ad- 
uice it ſhall be mdged profitable. 

And for concluſion, proteſting be-
